North Dakota, th*1 report says, does 
not show a prospect of an increase in 
th** wheat, oats, or barley acreage 
lf 
planting conditions continue favorable 
in Montana that stat** may show' an 
increase in the wheat acreage. 
Season Somewhat Late. 


The season is from IU to I." days 
late. says th** crop review, but th** 
planting ought to be completed by the 
end of this week. 
The only localities 
where wheat 
seeding will continue 
into next week. the report says. are 
in Northern Montana and in some 
parts of Northern and W estern North 
Dakota. 
Th** report sums up the crop and 
planting conditions throughout the dis. 
tried as follows; 
“ Throughout the Red River valley 
in Minnesota, the ai reage of wheat 
Hill not be affected by th* 
season 
Wheat planting will lo* completed this 
week. and th.- planting of other grains 
will doubtless be accomplished by the 
middle of the month or shortly after. 
Seventy per cent of the 
wheat 
is 
already seeded, and approximately 20 
per < **nt of th*- other grains. 
Soil aud 
moisture conditions throughout 
this 
district are nearly perfect, aud the 
outlook 
at 
this 
date 
is 
excellent. 
Throughout th** central and southern 
portion of the state, wheat planting 
is somewhat further advanced, and 
th** planting of other crops is making 
good progress, except as it has been 
temporarily delayed by showers, and 
two or three days of freezing tem­ 
peratures. 
W inter rye in southern Minnesota 
and Wisconsin is particularly promis­ 
ing 
"The season in South TFftkota is 
about I 1* days bit**, and reports from 
various sections indicate approximate­ 
ly th** same wheat acreage as !a-t 
year 
Th* re will be small decrease in 
th** acreage of both oats and barley, 
and in all probability an increase in 
the corn acreage.

The New* Tribune give* thin morn* 
ins in full, the official nummary of 
tile peace treaty an presented to Ger­ 
many. 
It la ho printed that it may 
be preserved for future reference. It 
ahouId be read carefully and probably 
win be read more generally than any 
other state docoument of equal length 
ever pubisbed.
